DIRT AND DISEASE. 
Many of the diseases that attack 
farm animal* art traceable to germ* 
that flourish and live from year to 
year in the litter in and about stable* 
and fauns, many of w hich are in a de­ 
cided!) insanitary condition. 
Among 
the germ life flourishing under these 
condition* are likely to be tho*e of 
tuberculosis, contagions al*ortlon. na- 
val discase, lumpy Jaw. hog and calf 
cholera, 
while parasite* that cause 
•cab, mange and itch likewise flourish 
Where a stable is lit such condition it 
should be given a thorough cleaning. 
This should include not only brushing 
down cobwebs and dust from celling 
and wail* and a thorough cleaning of 
the partitions and floors, but when 
this ha* l>een done the interior should 
be given a coat of whitewash made by 
adding »alt and three or four table­ 
spoonful* of carbolic acid to a coneld- 
erable quantity of the lime waah. 
Thla should be kept stirred and may 
be applied with a broom or long han­ 
dled brush, but the job la more easily 
•od effective^ done lf one has a spray 
pump such as Is used In orchard spray­ 
ing operation* 
Applied In this man­ 
ner the solution can be forced Into 
every crack and crevice.

Mr Leonard Tufts of Pinehurst. N 
C.. president of the Capital Highway 
association. Is one of the leading sand 
clay road experts of the nation, ami 
be has been instrumental in having 
built several hundred miles of this 
road lo central North Carolina and 
along the route of the capital high 
way. 
Answering an inquiry referred 
to him recently from Mr J. M 
H ush. 
chairman of the trustees of road dis 
trlct So H. Covington county, Miss.. 
Mr. Tufts gave some facts that should 
be !n the possession of every road 
builder In the south 
Ile snid: 
Perhaps I should have qualified my 
statement and attid that the top soil 
of gravel and wind clay roads costs 
$.ViO per mile where th** materials were 
near at hand and where there wits 
not much grading or draining to ta* 
done.
